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Y  to  see  tuition  increase 
beginning  fall  semester

Tuition  for  an 
undergraduate  LDS  student 
at  BYU  will  increase  from 
$320  to  $340  beginning  next 
fall  semester. 

Pres.  Dallin  Oaks  made  this 
announcement  Monday, 
following  approval  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

Tuition  for  the  Master  of 
Business  Administration, 
Master  of  Public 
Administration  and  Master  of 
Accountancy  programs  will 
increase  from  $400  to  $425, 
and  from  $525  to  $550  for 
the  Law  School. 

Tuition  for  other  graduate 
students  and  also 
undergraduates  who  have 
completed  1 28  hours  or  more 
prior  to  the  beginning  of  the 
semester  they  are  registering 
for,  will  be  increased  $40  - 
to  $360. 

These  “advanced  standing” 
students  will  also  pay  an

overload  fee  of  $  1 5  per  credit 
hour  over  a  total  of  1 6  hours, 
Pres.  Oaks  said. 

This  is-  the  first  time  there 
has  been  a  difference  between 
the  tuition  for  graduates  and 
undergraduates  with  over  1 28 
hours,  and  regular 
undergraduate  students. 

This  policy  change, 
according  to  Lyman  Durfee, 
director  of  Financial  Services, 
is  because  of  the  higher  cost 
of  graduate  classes  compared 
to  undergraduate  classes. 

He  added  that  the  change 
was  to  encourage  students 
with  128  hours  to  graduate 
and  not  keep  taking  graduate 
classes  with  an  undergraduate 
status  indefinitely. 

Consistent  with  practice, 
the  increase  for  non-LBS 
students  will  be  50  per  cent 
more  in  every  case  —  from 
undergraduate  through  the 
graduate  and  professional 
programs. 

This  tuition  increase  is  the 
second  in  as  many  school 


years,  the  last  one  being  from 
$300  to  $320  in  fall  ’74. 
Prior  to  that  date,  tuition  had 
remained  at  $300  a  semester 
for  three  years. 

“The  tuition  increase  for 
next  fall  is  minimal  when 
compared  with  our  increased 
costs  over  the  past  four 
years,”  Pres .  Oaks 
commented,  “and  is  essential 
for  maintaining  and 
increasing  the  quality  of 
education  offered  by  the 
University.” 

He  added,  “Church 
appropriations  are  now 
paying  more  than  two-thirds 
of  the  total  costs  of  the 
education  of  each  person 
enrolled  and  that  proportion 
cannot  be  allowed  to 
increase.” 

“It’s  like  every  student  at 
BYU  is  on  a  two-thirds 
scholarship,  whether  they 
realize  it  or  not,”  said  Harold 
Williams,  assistant  director  of 
Public  Communications. 

Pres.  Oaks  compared  the 
tuition  at  BYU  with  other 
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Hie  increase  announced  Monday  will  raise  BYU  tuition  six 
per  cent  above  that  of  the  current  academic  year.

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into  a  gunny  sack  which  was 
laid  against  a  closet  in  the 
southeast  corner  of  the  room.

According  to 
some  observers,  a  faculty 
member  heard  the  alarm  and 
used  the  building’s  fire 
extinguisher  to  put  out  the 
flames,  but  Jensen  was  not 
able  to  identify  who  it  was. 


The  alarm  rang  for 
approximately  five  minutes  as 
people  came  from  classes  into 
the  foyer  and  evacuated  the 
south  end  of  the  building, 
according  to  Jensen. 

The  instruction  in  fire 
making  was  part  of  the  BYU 
youth  leadership  program. 

Jensen  said  this  accident 
could  have  been  serious,  but 
fortunately  wasn’t.  He 
estimated  the  damage  to  be 
close  to  $100.  To  repair  the 
damaged,  two  scorched 
closet  doors  and  a  few  floor 
tiles  will  need  to  be  replaced, 
and  part  of  the  wood  above 
sanded  and  refinished. 
According  to  Jensen,  the 
damage  will  be  covered  by 
the  university’s  insurance 
policy. 


The  deadline  for  dropping 
classes  for  any  reason  other 
than  non-academic 
emergencies  has  been  changed 
to  Feb.  7. 

The  class  schedule,  which 
lists  March  7  as  the  deadline, 
is  wrong,  according  to  Rob 
Nixon,  public  relations 
director  for  the  Registration 
Office. 

The  new  policy,  changing 
the  drop  time  from  eight 
weeks  to  five  weeks,  was  a 
proposal  from  the  Faculty 
Advisory  Council,  ratified  by 
Pres.  Dallin  H.  Oaks. 

“Students  should  make  a 
commitment  and  stay  with 
it,”  said  Erlend  Peterson, 
BYU’s  registrar. 

The  new  deadline  will 
encourage  students  to  make 
up  their  minds  sooner  and 
not  waste  their  time  and  the 
instructor’s  time  in  classes 
they  will  not  follow  through 
with,  said  Peterson. 

“However,”  he  added, 
“students  should  know  how 
they’re  doing  in  a  class  before 
they  are  forced  to  make  a 
decision  on  whether  or  not  to 
drop  it.”

Chinese  premier  foresees  war 


TOKYO  (AP)  -  Chinese 
Premier  Chou  En-Lai,  in  a 
major  policy  speech  made 
public  on  Peking  radio 
Monday  night,  declared  that 
U.S.-Soviet  rivalry  “is  bound 
to  lead  to  world  war  some 
day.” 

In  the  address  to  the  fourth 
National  People’s  Congress 
Jan.  13,  Chou  also  declared 
that  China  aims  to  become  a 
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BYU  football  coach  LaVell  Edwards,  named  sportsman  of  the  year  Monday,  talks  to  Sam 
LaoBue  and  Mark  Giles  in  the  Fiesta  Bowl. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
The  head  of  the  new  Energy 
Research  and  Development 
Administration  declared 
Monday  “We  must  put  a 
brake  on  energy  use”  and  set 
a  10-year  goal  of  one  million 
barrels  a  day  in  synthetic 
fuels  derived  from  coal. 

Dr.  Robert  C.  Seamans  Jr., 
on  the  agency’s  first  day  of 
operation,  told  a  news 
conference  the  target  is  to 
make  this  nation 
self-sufficient  in  energy  but 
this  could  not  be  done  “if  we 
keep  increasing  our  energy 
use  by  four  per  cent  a  year.” 

He  said  conservation  will  be 
a  major  thrust  of  ERDA, 
“but  the  main  work  has  to  be 
done  on  the  state,  local  and 
personal  level.  Everybody  has 
got  to  get  involved.” 

Seamans,  former  secretary 
of  the  Air  Force,  presides 
over  an  agency  which  brings 
under  one  roof  the  energy 
research  activities  of  the  Old 
Atomic  Energy  Commission, 
the  Department  of  the 
Interior,  the  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  and  the 
National  Science  Foundation. 

ERDA  has  a  planned 
five-year  budget  of  $10 
billion,  but  Seamans  said  he 
expects  it  will  be  more.  It  will 
employ  about  7,600  persons. 


world  economic  power  before 
the  end  of  the  century. 

“The  two  superpowers,  the 
United  States  and  the  Soviet 
Union,  are  the  biggest 
international  oppressors  and 
exploiters  today,  and  they  are 
the  source  of  a  new  world 
war,”  Chou  said  in  the  speech 
reported  by  the  Chinese  news 
agency  Hsinhua. 

“Their  fierce  contention  is 
bound  to  lead  to  world  war 
some  day.  The  people  of  all 
countries  must  get  prepared,” 
Chou  said  in  his  report  to  the 
congress  —  China’s  first  in  10 
years. 

He  said  relations  with  the 
United  States  had  “improved 
to  some  extent”  while  the 
dispute  with  the  Soviet  Union 
had  worsened. 

Relations  with  the  United 
States  “will  continue  to 
improve  so  long  as  the 
principles  of  the 
Chinese-American  Shanghai 


communique  are  carried  out 
in  earnest,”  Chou  said. 

The  communique,  the 
result  of  former  President 
Richard  M.  Nixon’s  visit  to 
China  in  1972  sets  guidelines 
for  normalization  of 
relations.  President  Ford 
plans  to  visit  China  next  year 
to  continue  what  he  has 
called  “the  process  of 
normalizing  our  relations.” 

Chou  accused  the  Soviet 
leadership  of  taking  “a  series 
of  steps  to  worsen  the 
relations  between  the  two 
countries,”  including 
conducting  “subversive 
activities  against  our 
country,”  and  he  said  they 
“even  provoked  armed 
conflicts  on  the  border.” 

The  Chinese  premier  called 
on  Soviet  leaders  “to  sit 
down  and  negotiate  honestly, 
do  something  to  solve  a  bit  of 
the  problem.” 

However,  the  Soviet 


government  newspaper 
Izvestia,  commenting  on  the 
Peking  meeting,  charged  that 
Chinese  leaders  had 
consistently  stifled  Soviet 
attempts  at  rapprochement. 

Chou  called  the  next  1 0 
years  crucial  for  achieving 
China’s  economic  plans. 
Before  1980,  he  said,  China 
seeks  to  create  an 
independent  industrial  and 
economic  system  and  launch 
programs  to  modernize 
agriculture,  industry,  defense, 
science  and  technology. 

China’s  primary  task,  Chou 
said,  is  to  continue  the 
campaign  against  the  late 
Defense  Minister  Lin  Piao  and 
the  ancient  philosopher 
Confucius,  both  accused  of 
supporting  rule  by  exploiting 
classes.  Chou  called  the 
campaign  a  continuation  of 
the  cultural  revolution.

Radio  dramas  and  live  TV 
arymore  than  nostalgia  for 
Lynn  M.  McKinlay,  assistant 
professor  of  communications, 
who  entered  broadcasting 
during  radio’s  “golden  age” 
and  helped  pioneer  the 
television  era. 

McKinlay  was  honored 
today  as  the  Professor  of  the 
Month  at  the  devotional 
assembly. 

In  some  ways,  McKinlay 
said  he  would  like  to  see  a 
return  to  those  golden  days. 
“The  thrill  and  excitement  of 
live  TV  is  not  made  up  for  by 
the  perfection  resulting  from 
film  and  video  tape.  It’s  a  sad 
thing,”  he  said. 

Radio  personnel  have  not 
caught  the  vision  of 
fascinating  dramas  and 
narrations  produced  on  a 
limited  budget,  McKinlay 
lamented.  The  aesthetic  value 
of  radio  is  that  it  releases  the 
imagination  to  its  full 
capacity  and  enables  the 
audience  to  become  part  of 
the  production,  he  explained. 

“We  let  television  take  over 
our  entertainment.  People 
said  whatever  radio  can  do, 
TV  can  do  better.  This  needs 
to  be  questioned— there  is  a 
place  for  both,”  he  said. 

McKinlay  began  his 
professional  career  as  a 
part-time  radio  actor  and 
announcer  for  KSL  in  1937. 
He  later  produced  radio 
programs  and  then  became 
program  director  and  director 
of  operations  of  KSL’s  FM 
unit. 

His  last  three  years  with 
KSL,  before  joining  the  BYU

faculty  in  1955,  were  spent  as 
a  television  producer  and 
director.  Television 
presentation  of  LDS  General 
Conferences  had  begun  on  a 
limited  basis  when  McKinlay 
joined  the  TV  staff.  There 
were  many  problems  involved 
in  the  early  days  of 
conference  broadcasts. 

Screens  were  raised  and 
lowered  behind  the  speaker 
to  hide  the  background, 
usually  the  Mormon 
Tabernacle  Choir,  from  the 
television  audience  during  his 
address.  It  was  not  until 
lighting  techniques  were 
improved  that  the 
background  interference 
problem  was  solved. 

Conference  speakers  were 


required  to  read  directly  from 
scripts,  making  it  difficult  to 
hold  audience  attention 
during  long  addresses. 
However,  occasionally  a 
General  Authority  would 
look  up  at  the  cameras  and 
say:  “Do  I  have  to  read  this 
thing?”  McKinlay  reminisced. 

McKinlay  produced  and 
directed  children’s  programs 
during  the  days  of  live 
television,  and  later  produced 
the  news.  The  presentation  of 
visual  material  to  accompany 
the  announcer  posed 
problems  during  TV’s  early 
days.  McKinlay  integrated 
film  clips,  still  photographs 
and  utilized  facsimile 
machines  to  enhance  KSL 
news  programs. 

From  news  production, 
McKinlay  began  producing 
and  directing  special  events. 
“The  content  quality  of  the 
programs  we  did  was  better 
then  than  what  comes  canned 
today  because  we  had  to  pay 
so  much  attention  to  it,”  he 
said.  During  TV’s  pioneer 
years,  there  was  much 
experimenting  with  lighting, 
placement  of  characters  and 
creation  of  unusual  sets,  he 
said. 

McKinlay  was  born  on  a 
farm  at  Tenton  City,  near 
Rexburg,  Idaho,  the  oldest  of 
four  sons.  His  lively 
imagination  led  him  to  enter 
Pasadena  Community 
Playhouse  College  of  Theater 
Arts  where  he  prepared  for 
classical  theater.  After 
graduating  in  1937,  he  spent 
one  year  of  postgradaute 
work  in  theaters-in-the-round 
under  Gilmor  Brown. 

He  married  Asenath  Passey 
in  1938,  five  years  after 
meeting  her  while  they  were 
both  performing  in  a  musical 
production  in  Idaho  Falls. 

The  McKinlays  have  seven 
c  h  ildren  and  nine 
grandchildren. 

McKinlay  has  been  active  in 
Sunday  School  since  he  was 
13  when  he  served  as 
secretary.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  General  Sunday  School 
Board  in  1954-55,  and  a 
bishop  in  1962-63  in  the 
Provo  'Seventh  Ward.  He 
worked  as  an  ordinance' 
worker  and  officiator  in  the 
Salt  Lake  Temple  for  six 
years  during  the  1 940s. 

In  reviewing  his  life, 
McKinlay  said:  “I  have 
appreciated  the  time  I  spent 
as  a  boy  on  the  farm  because 
the  long  winter  evenings  and 
times  of  special  silence  in  the 
midst  of  the  vastness  of 
nature  have  given  me  precious 
insights  I  have  never  received 
in  any  other  way.”

WASHINGTON  -  Democratic  senators  voted  45  to  7 
Monday  to  create  a  bipartisan  special  committee  to 
investigate  the  entire  U.S.  intelligence  establishment, 
including  the  Central  Intelligence  Agency  and  the  Federal 
Bureau  of  Investigation. 

The  Senate’s  Democratic  caucus  placed  no  restrictions  on 
the  selection  of  panel  members,  a  move  that  represents  a 
shart  defeat  for  the  small  cluster  of  senior  senators  who 
traditionally  have  overseen  CIA  activities. 

FBI  personal  files  to  be  examined 

WASHINGTON  -  A  congressional  investigation  of  the  FBI 
is  being  planned  in  the  wake  of  charges  that  the  agency  kept 
personal  files  on  Senate  and  House  members,  including 
information  on  lawmakers’  girl-friends  and  drinking  habits. 

Rep.  Robert  W.  Kastenmeier,  D-Wis.,  said  Sunday  he  will 
call  former  and  current  FBI  officials  before  the  House 
Judiciary  subcommittee  he  heads  within  the  next  three 
weeks  to  testify  about  the  allegations. 

Ford  to  hold  news  conference 

WASHINGTON  -  President  Ford  will  hold  a  nationally 
broadcast  news  conference  at  2  p.m.  EST  today,  his  first 
such  session  in  more  than  six  weeks,  the  White  House 
announced  Monday. 

Press  Secretary  Ron  Nessen  said  the  President  would  not 
have  an  opening  statement  and  would  answer  questions  on 
domestic  and  foreign  issues  in  the  order  in  which  they  were 
asked.

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Mao's  winner 
on  constitution 


TOKYO  (AP)-China’s  new  constitution  represents  victory 
for  Mao  Tse-tung  in  a  40-year  battle  to  bend  the  2 Vi  million 
man  People’s  Liberation  Army  to  the  will  of  the  Communist 
party. 

The  charter,  the  second  in  the  quarter-century  existence  of 
the  People’s  Republic  of  China,  was  adopted  Jan.  17  by  the 
first  meeting  of  the  Chinese  parliament  in  10  years  and 
announced  Sunday. 

It  drops  the  job  of  president  or  chairman  of  the  republic 
and  gives  Mao,  the  81 -year-old  chairman  of  the  Chinese 
Communist  Party,  the  command  of  the  armed  forces  which 
the  president  held. 

The  28  million-member  Chinese  party  has  been  ridden 
through  theyears  by  dissension  over  who  “should  lead  the 
gun,”  as  Mao  put  it.  Since  1958,  with  the  start  of  the 
industrial  Great  Leap  Forward,  Mao’s  bold  political  and 
economic  policies  have  aroused  opposition  within  the 
politically  conscious  armed  forces. 

Mao’s  most  formidable  opponent,  the  late  Defense  Minister 
Lin  Piao,  died  in  a  plane  crash  in  1971  while  fleeing  to  the 
Soviet  Union. 

The  constitution  appears  to  have  been  written  with  an  eye 
to  the  post-Mao  future.  Shorter  and  more  liberal  in  some 
respects  than  the  1954  original,  it  clearly  bears  the  imprint  of 
76-year-old  Premier  Chou  En-lai,  embodying  his  moderate 
policy  both  domestically  and  internationally.

Only  26  years  old,  Olivia 
Newton-John  is  rapidly 
becoming  one  of  the  most 
popular  female  vocalists 
around  today,  as  is  evidenced 
by  her  award  as  1974’s 
female  country  vocalist. 

Miss  Newton-John  is  not  as 
yet,  however,  polished 
“entertainer”  as  was 
evidenced  by  the  lack  of 
enthusiasm  the  audience 
showed  from  time  to  time  in 
her  concert  Friday  night. 

The  concert  got  off  to  a 
slow  start  with  the 
appearance  of  Fred  Smoot,  a 
comedian  who  gained  small 
notice  from  the  audience 
with  his  brand  of  not  too 
funny  off-colored  stories. 
Then  Miss  Newton-John  was 
introduced. 

“Liwy,”  as  she  is  known 
by  those  close  to  here,  has  an 
excellent  voice  and  good 
range,  but  her  performance 
Friday  was  almost 
mechanical,  with  the 
exception  of  three  or  four 
songs. 

The  first  three  of  these 
songs  “Love  Song,”  is  a  very 
mellow  song  recorded  several 
years  ago  by  Elton  John  (no 
relation)  which  Miss 
Newton-John  said  was  her 
“biggest  flop”  but  still  her 
favorite  song. 

“I  Honestly  Love  You,”  a 
song  that  emanates  warmth, 
was  written  to  be  sung  with 
feeling,  and  it  was.  “Have 
You  Never  Been  Mellow,” 
sung  for  the  first  time  ever  in 
concert  by  Miss 
Newton-John,  was  beautifully 
done  and  has  promise  of 
becoming  “Liwy’s”  fourth 
million  seller.  “Country 
Girl,”  a  lively  song,  went  well 
with  the  audience. 

The  show  began  with  Miss 
Newton-John’s  first  gold 
record,  “Let  Me  Be  There.” 
The  song  was  well-received 
partially  because  the  audience 
was  very  familiar  With  it.
